Lompoc carriers strike - no mail delivery today 


ITiere was no mail delivery in Lompoc 
today. There may not be any tomorrow. 
Lompoc letter carriers in Branch 
3239 of the National Association of Letter 
Carriers voted Saturday night to strike 
in sympathy with the letter carriers 
of New York City who have been on 
strike for six days. 


Branch President Robert Zeren said 
this morning, however, that heish(^eful 
the members will meet again ‘soon’ and 
vote again. 
“ I am anticipating another meeting 
shortly,’* Zeren said, “ and I am en­ 
couraged that there will be another 
vote. 
We don’t want to picket-but we 
do need more money.’’ 


Lompoc letter carriers went on strike 
one minute past midnight Sunday morning 
and have maintained a crew of pickets 
in front of the Post Office at 801 W. 
Ocean Avenue, ever since. 


Zeren said the members asked for 
a special meeting Saturday to discuss 
the situtation. 
He said they told them 
at that time that Branch 3239 was com­ 
mitted to the orders of the president 
of the National Association of Letter 
Carriers, James Rademacher, to not 
strike. 
Zeren said, however, that after a 
great deal of discussion the members 
voted 25-6 to strike. 
He said about 
34 of Lompoc’s 48 letter carriers at­ 


tended the meeting. Others could not 
be reached and were not informed of 
the meeting. 
He said all members were honoring 
the picket line although some may not 
be taking part. 
He said he had not 
as yet checked to see if any members 
were not participating. 


The 48 letter carriers, including two 
women, are divided into five shifts 
on the picket line. 
Although mail clerks in many other 
cities throughout the United States have 
voted not to cross picket lines, Lompoc 
Postmaster 
Perry 
Martin 
said this 
morning that Lompoc clerks had voted 
to continue working. 


Martin said other than the fact that 
mail is not being delivered in Lompoc, 
work has not otherwise been disrupted. 
With clerks on duty Martin said bus­ 
iness was being conducted as usual and 
the mail was being sorted into the 
various delivery routes. 


He said 
the 48 
letter carriers in 
Lompoc, all of whom do not work the 
same shifts, cover 26 routes and seven 
at Vandenberg Air Force base. 
Although he does not expect it to 
happen, Martin said that in the event 
that the clerks suddenly decide to not 
cross the letter carriers picket line, 
he would probably have to close the 
post office. 


He said he would not have enough 
personnel to conduct regular business, 
The nationwide strike has, of course, 
affected the flow of mail in and out 
of the local post office, Martin said. 


There has been an embargo on mail 
to be sent to two key distribution points 
in Pennsylvania — Philadelphia 
and 
Doylestown. 
Martin said not only is 
the post office holding up mail scheduled 
for these areas, they are refusing to 
take any mail from customers for these 
areas. 
He said there was an embargo on 
mail scheduled for New York City for 
a while, but that has been lifted. 
Martin said only letters are being 


accepted for APO areas containing the 
Zip Code prefix’s 090 and 098. 
Only 
letter mail is being taken for Coi>- 
necticut also. 
He said, of course, there is no mail 
coming to Lompoc from the areas in 
which letter carriers and others r&- 
specting their picket lines, have gone 
on strike. 
Martin said he was not aware of any 
disturbances or similar activities con­ 
nected with the local picket line. 
He 
said one clerk called this morning to 
to say that when he came to work 
he had trouble at the picket line, corw 
sequently went home and did not return. 
Otherwise, Martin said, business was 
proceeding in a normal manner.

Carriers continued to picket in front of the Lompoc Post Office late this 
morning in sympathy with the walkout of letter carriers in New York City.

Cambodia seeks help 
in ousting Commies

PHNOM PENH (UPI) - Like neighbor­ 
ing Laos, the new Cambodian leadership 
has asked Britain and the Soviet Union 
to help get Communist troops from Viet­ 
nam off its soil. 
The appeal was announced Sunday by 
the man now in control of the govern­ 
ment, Gen. Lon Nol, who also ordered 
all portraits, busts and statues of oust­ 
ed Prince Norodom Sihanouk removed 
from public view. 
“ The unanimous demand of the nation 
will not tolerate, under any pretext of 
friendship, any foreign troops occupying 
its territory andbehaving like masters,’’ 
Lon Nol told the nation. 
Therefore, he added, he has asked B ri­ 
tain and the Soviets, cochairmen of the 
1954 Geneva Convention that proclaimed 
Cambodia neutral, to reactivate the In­ 
ternational Control Commission (ICC)to 
“ help put a stop in peaceful fashion to 
the occupation.’’ 


An estimated 40,000 Viet Cong and 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops 
are be­ 
lieved camped in Cambodia, the main 
reason behind the parliament’s decision 
to depose Sihanouk as chief of state 
last Wednesday. 
Sihanouk canceled the mission of the 
ICC, made up of troops from India, 
Poland and Canada, in Cambodia last 
year, claiming his government could not 
afford its part of the support. 
From London, Britain said it has not 
yet received Lon Nol’s request but stood 
ready to react if required. 
Britain has expressed its willingness 
to help in Laos, too, but the Soviets have 
vetoed the Laotian government’s request 
for consultations among the Geneva sig­ 
natories on settling the invasion of an 
estimated 
67,000 
North Vietnamese 
troops, 
Lon Nol said that in addition to the 
request to Britain and the Soviets, he 
has begun consultations with Viet Cong 


and 
North 
Vietnamese 
diplomats in 
Phnom Penh 
“ to obtain withdrawal 
of their troops.” 


Delay to be

An official of Lompoc Mental Health 
Association today reaffirmed his plan 
to ask the planning commission for a 
two-week postponement on a request for 
permission to operate a mental health 
day center at 619 W. Cypress Avenue. 
The commission has scheduled a pub­ 
lic hearing on the request for a con­ 
ditional use permit. 
The Rev. Walde- 
mar Petzoldt, president of the associa­ 
tion, said his people would ask for a 
postponement to grant the county fur- 
thur time to process the application 
for the day center. 
County officials say plans for locat­ 
ing the day center in Lompoc are al­ 
most completed, but that more time is 
needed to survey alternate sites for the 
facility. 
An estimated $100,000 is al­ 
ready in hand for operating the facili­ 
ty for the first year. 
It was uncertain today 
what action 
the commission would take when the 
request for a postponement is made. 
James Longtin, city attorney, said the 
commission could legally do one of two 
things. 
It could continue the public 
hearing to another date witliout taking 
any testimony, or take testimony and 
then continue the hearing until another 
day without closing the public hearing. 
Longtin said the commission would prob­ 
ably do the latter. 


Nixon orders troops to 
move New York mail

President Nixon announced today he is 
assigning 
military 
troops to restore 
postal service in New York City where 
the series of wildcat strikes began. 
Nixon appeared on a national televi­ 
sion and radio broadcast to announce 
his initital actions to restore the nation’s 
mail service crippled by cross-country 
walkouts of regular postal employes. 
He made it clear he was limiting his 
emergency troop action so far to the New 
York area. 
But he said if Postmaster General 
Winton M. Blount feels soldiers are 
needed in other cities he will “ not hesi­ 
tate to act.’’ 
Nixon said the soldiers wouldbe a sup­ 
plemental work force in New York to 
make sure that all necessary mail is 
moved. 
He said only as many troops as are 
required to move the essential mail 
would be used and they would be with­ 
drawn as postal workers return to their 
jobs. 
Nixon ma(k his move to carry out his 
pledge to see that “ the mails go through’’ 
as a spotty back-to-work movement began 
in a number of U.S. cities. 
New York and Chicago however re­ 
mained seriously hamstrung by the walk­ 
out. 
The President gave no time when the 
troops would take up their assignments 
in New York, nor did he specify in his 
broadcast the number that would be 
used there. 
Nixon made it clear that the adminis­ 
tration would not negotiate while work­ 
ers are still on strike. “ We cannot and 
will not negotiate while thousands of pos­ 
tal workers are participating in an ille­ 
gal work stoppage,’’ he said. 
Addressing himself directly to strik­ 
ing workers, Nixon said: 
“ I urge you to return to your jobs 
so that these negotiations can begin in an 
earnest and reasonable climate.’’ 
The administration had pledged Sun­ 
day to begin negotiations overpay raises 
demanded by strikers as soon as an 
operable postal system was restored. 
But big city strikers like New York 
and Chicago mostly refused to return to 
work today and the mid-afternoon negoti­ 
ating session promised in exchange for a 
back to-work was not scheduled. 
A Post Office survey at 11 a.m. EST, 
three hours and 15 minutes before Nix­ 
on made his broadcast, showed that 168,- 
403 of the estimated 750,000 postal work­ 
ers in the country were still off the 
job. 


Rebels crushed 
in coup attempt 


KINSHASA, Congo UPI - President 
Marien Ngouabl of the neighboring Con­ 
go Republic announced today his *oyal 
forces had crushed a coup attempt by 
30 rebel soldiers he said were “ lac­ 
keys and running dogs of imperialism” 
—a favorite Communist insult. 


The rebels led by a Lt. Kikanga 
seized the radio in Brazzaville, capi­ 
tal of the former French Congo across 
the Congo river from this former Bel­ 
gian Congo capital. Government troops 
ringed the radio station with tanks and 
killed Kikanga. 


“ A group of adventurers, lackeys of 
International imperialism, headed by Lt. 
Kikanga, former officer, refugee in Kin­ 
shasa, attempted this morning to seize 
revolutionary power and wished to speak 
in the name of the people’s army,” 
Ngouabi said in a broadcast.

Israel’s jet request turned 
down by Sec. Rogers 


WASHINGTON (UPn -— Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers said today 
the United States has rejected Israel’s 
request for more planes and plans now to 
make “ a very vigorous” effort'to get an 
agreement with Russia to limit arms 
shipments to the Middle East. 
Rogers said that while turning down for 
the time being an Israeli request for 25 
additional Phantoms and 100 more Sky 
Hawks, the United States has “ no inten­ 
tion of jeopardizing the security of Is­ 
rael.” 
He added that if Russia takes steps 
“ which might upset the current balance 
or if, in our judgment, |X)lltlcal devel­ 


opments warrant, the President will not 
hesitate to reconsider this matter.” 
Rogers rejected Israel’s argument 
that it needed a deal now on grounds it 
would take some time for it to receive 
more U.S. planes under a new arrange­ 
ment. 
In advance of his news conference, 
Rogers told congressional leack*rs about 
turning down the jetplane request txjt 
said $100 million in economic aid would 
be provided. 
On other subjects, Rogers: 
-Exjjressed the opinion that develop­ 
ments in Cambodia and the intensified 
Communist offensive in neighboring Laos

20,000 before next Sunday, but 
they don’t foresee a repeat of 
the mass arrests a year ago.

Psychiatrists fail in halting 


suicides; new methods predicted

FRANCISCO 
(U PI)- 
Psychiatrists fail so dramati­ 
cally in keeping their patients 
from 
suicide, 
new kinds of 
.eatment are needed-perhaps 
sex therapy. 
For instance, most college 
suicides have had psychiatric 
care, many up to the hours 
they 
killed 
them selves, 
the 
third annual conference of the 
American Suicidology Associa­ 
tion was told Sunday. 
“ Maybe we ought to think of 
other 
modes of treatment,” 
said 
Dr Richard Seiden, 
a 
behavioral science professor at 
the Univ rsity of California at 
Berkeley. 
“ Maybe what they need is 
sexual therapy,” he said. “ Sex 
is an affirmation of life over 
death.” 
Seiden’s remarks were made 
after hearing the report of Dr. 
Michael L. Peck, of the Los 
Angeles 
Suicide 
Prevention 
Center about the first large 
study so far concerning the 
distressing number of colle­ 
g ia n s who destroy them selves. 
The study involves all 300,000 
college students in Los Angeles 
County. They deliberately kill 
themselves at the rate of 7.8 
per 100,000 each year, which is 
about 
one-half the 
rate 
at 
Harvard 
and 
one-quarter of 
that of Oxford. 
Peck 
said 
these 
suicides 
typically 
come 
from 
rather 
normal middle-class fam ilies in 
which parents pressure their 
children for high achievement. 
“ The pattern of withdrawal 
begins in early childhood and 
the distinguishing feature is the 
victim ’s social Isolation.” He 
said the young self-m urderers 
date 
less 
and 
few 
have 
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experienced sexual intercourse- 
Psychiatrists and psycholo­ 
gists 
treating these victims 
have failed, and Seiden, him self 
a psychologist, reasoned “ the 
formal models obviously are 
not working.” 
He noted the various mental 
health specialists responsible 
for the treatment themselves 
have the highest suicide rate of 
all occupational groups. 
Perhaps 
treatment 
of the 
potential suicide should mini­ 
mize 
doctor-patient relation­ 
ships and helping him make 
sympathetic friends. 
“ We haven’t thought much 
about sexual therapy as a way 
of easing 
isolation, 
and of 
course it is very difficult to 
implement.” 
However, 
he 
said, 
some 
practitioners 
quietly arrange 
sex ai medicine. “ I have a 
friend 
treating 
homosexuals 
who employs a prostitute with 
the proverbial heart of gold.” 
Notvprofessional groups with 
common 
sense 
and 
human 
warmth may provide the best 
hope for saving lives of would- 
be suicides. 
As 
examples Seiden cited 
s u i c i d e prevention centers 
whose 
volunteers take calls 
from persons on the verge, 
arrangements 
for 
disturbed 
students to “ live in” with their 
peers, a Boston group which 
contacts widows during their 
bereavement, 
and 
a London 
group of “ good SamaHtans.” 
“ For the suicidal, practical 
problems loom very large. How 
to make friends, how to get a 
job, 
things 
that seem 
very 
mundane.*’

Foreign Relations Committee 
Friday. It urges Nixon propose 
“ an immediate suspension by 
the United States and the USSR 
of the further deployment of all 
offensive and defensive nuclear 
strategic weapons, subject to 
national verification or such 
other measures of observation 
and 
inspection 
as 
may 
be 
appropriate.” 
Gerard D. Smith, director of 
the 
U.S. Arms Control and 
Disarmament 
Agency, 
was 
expected to detail the adminis­ 
tration’s 
objections 
to 
the 
measure in a hearing before 
the Senate Disarmament sub­ 
committee today. 
Nixon told a news conference 
Saturday he felt the resolution 
was an oversimplificationofthe 
most complex weapons control 
negotiations ever undertaken.

The Indians also elected a 
permanent seven-member coun­ 
cil 
to coordinate efforts to

the 1,000 - acre fort, 
which the Army is expected to 
declare surplus this summer.

Regulations on mercury 


compound use revealed 


New state regulations on the 
use of mercury compounds for 
treating 
seed 
grain will be 
strictly enforced in Santa Bar­ 
bara County, AgriculturalCom- 
missioner Walter S. Cummings 
said today. 
“ Because of recent cases of 
human illness traced tothecon­ 
sumption of 
pork from swine 
feed on mercury - treated seed, 
and 
reports of livestock and 
even wildlife found with mer­ 
cury in their flesh, the Cali­ 
fornia Department of Agricul­ 
ture has placed mercury com­ 
pounds and mercury - treated 
seed grain under regulation as 
injurious 
materials,“ Cum­ 
mings said. 
“This regulation was adopted 
on an emergency basis to take 
effect immediately. As a re­ 
sult, it effects seed already 
treated and soon to be planted.” 
Rules for the proper use of 
mercury compounds include the 
following: 
1. Treated seed must be kept 
in properly labeled, closed con­ 
tainers until use. 
2. Exposed seed treated with 
mercury must be kept to an ab­ 
solute minimum. 
3. Aircraft seeding fill be re­ 
stricted in areas containing val­ 
uable birds, fish and other wild­ 
life. 


4. Gross spills of such seeds 
and planter leakage shall be 
cleaned up or disked under as 
quickly as possible. 
5. Surplus stocks of treated 
seed, even part of a bag, must 
be returned for credit, or des­ 
troyed by burying or otherwise 
making it unfit for food or feed 
purposes. 


6. Emptied bags must be des­ 
troyed or disposed of so they 
cannot be reused for feed, food, 
clothing or similar purposes. 
7. Emptied bins and tanks 
likewise must not be used where 
contamination of othercommo- 
dities would be a hazard. It 
is virtually impossible to re­ 


move 
all mercury residues 
from containers. 
No one may now use mercury 
compounds for treating seed, 
nor may anyone plant mercury- 
treated grain inCalifomia with­ 
out obtaining a permit from the 
County 
Agricultural Commis­ 
sioner's office. In issuing per­ 
mits, attention will be given to 
the operator; seed treating com­ 
pounds kept in closed contain­ 
ers and properly labeled; mer­ 
cury comjounds to be used only 
by the holder of a use permit; 
and surplus seed, screenings, 
sweepings and other contam­ 
inated material must be des­ 
troyed by burying or other treat­ 
ment to render it unfir for food 
or feed. 
“There are good reasons for 
classing mercury compounds as 
injurious 
materials,” 
Cum­ 
mings said. 
“Agriculture 
is 
doing its 
share in protecting human life 
and the environment. Many of 
the chemicals necessary in pro­ 
ducing food and fiber require 
careful handling, and if they 
get such care will pose no prob­ 
lem .”

More uncertainty in turbulent Southeast Asia 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
American officials say it is 
impossible at this time to draw 
any 
conclusion 
about 
the 
ultimate 
effect of the right 
wing coup against Cambodian 
chief of state Prince Norodom 
Sihonouk. 


The only thing upon which all 
the official experts here agree 
is that Sihanouk’s ouster by 
right wingers headed by Lt. 
Gen. Lon Nol injects another 
element of uncertainty into the 
turbulent situation in Southeast 
Asia. 
They are not at all certain 
developments in Cambodia of­ 
fer any advantage to the United 
States, despite the fact the new 
regime 
has 
as 
one 
of its 
principal aims the eviction of 
North 
Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong forces which use Cambo­ 
dia as a sanctuary from the 
fighting in South Vietnam. 
In the first place, some of the 
long-time official experts on 
Southeast Asia have not yet 
counted 
Sihanouk 
out. 
The 
mercurial 46-year-old prince, 
who has managed to maintain 
his country’s precarious neut­ 
rality for 20 years, has sur­ 
prised U.S. observers before. 
And some of them would not 
be surprised to see him turnup 
again 
in 
Phnom 
Penh, 
the 
Cambodian capital, and even­ 
tually resume power. 
In the second place, even if 
the rightist government sur­ 
vives, there is considerable 
doubt here of the ability of any 
Cambodian regime to maintain 
a strong anti-Communist pos­ 
ture for any length of time. 
Geography 
is

of

principal reasons. 
U.S. officials for some time 
had 
been watching signs of 
increasing 
discontent

Sihanouk’s government. Howev­ 
er they acknowledge they were

NEW YORK—(N EA)—There is a lesson learned, and a 
lesson applied, in the current shenanigans of professional 
basketball competition between the leagues. 
When you’re battling to stay alive, in the figurative sense, 
grab them by the gullet. 
That’s what the upstart American Basketball Association 
did by getting a premature jump into the marketplace of 
college talent and signing up four of the bright young col­ 
lege seniors—Rick Mount of Purdue, Mike Maloy of David­ 
son, Charlie Scott of North Carolina and Dan Issel of Ken­ 
tucky-before the sedate National Basketball Association 
even got to the drafting table. 
Of course, the two big ones still remain up for bids—Pete 
Maravich of LSU and Bob Lanier of St. Bonaventure. 
Let the ABA grab off one of them and the NBA won’t look 
down its patrician nose at the young league. In fact, it'll 
probably hurry up the merger process, which is currently 
being held up by the size of the indemnity payments the? 
NBA demands and by the fact the ABA doesn’t want to lop 
off any of its teams. 
This all shapes up like a replay of the pro football scene, 
when the American Football League was stepping on the 
toes of Big Brother and eventually produced one big, happy 
monopolistic family. 
Let’s go back to the spring of 1966. After a period ol 
ineffectual leadership at the top level, the AFL brought in 
A1 Davis as high commissioner and in a whirlwind eight- 
week period he had the NFL biggies grabbing at their 
wallets.

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Poisonings 


This year more than 500,000 children will needlessly suffer 
many will die. Pesticides, cleaning solutions, medicine 
overdosages, even hand lotions are blamed, but carelessness 
is the arch villain of them all. 
Carelessness on the part of homemakers who don’t store 
dangerous solutions out of the way of probing children; care­ 
lessness on the part of parents administering drugs without 
reading instructions; carelessness on the part of mothers who 
leave brightly packaged, sweet smelling beauty aids for ever- 
curious little children to try . . . and taste. 
Accidental poisonings have become a menacing murderer 
in recent years, according to James Boynton, president of the 
Northern California Pharmaceutical Association, as neighbor­ 
hood pharmacists everywhere join in a nationwide Poison Pre­ 
vention Week safety education program. 
"Homemakers, parents, mothers . . . all adults, should be 
alert 
to 
all of the potential dangers in their homes . . . 
clean them out, throw them away or lock them up” Boyn­ 
ton warns. 
According to the pharmacy spokesman, 90 per cent of all 
poisoning accidents involve children under five years of age and 
are the most 
frequent cause of "emergencies” for the pre­ 
school youngsters . . . and can result in tragedy. 
Most of the poison deaths each year are caused by drug 
poisonings, household cleaners and polishes, fume poisoning 
and food poisonings. 
"Children who cannot yet walk are not safe when the bleach 
is stored under the sink, for example, just as the toddler isn’t 
safe when temptingly packaged jars of hand lotion are kept out 
on the dressing table,” he points out. 
Dangers lurk not only in these everyday, potentially inno­ 
cent products, but also in most family medicine cabinets . . . 
potential horror chambers for the child who goes investigat­ 
ing on his own. 
"Medicines, individually prescribed and designed to be life 
saving, when taken either without regard to directions, or acci­ 
dentally, can be lethal,” the president of the Northern Cali­ 
fornia Pharmaceutical Association said. 


"For example, head-ache tablets when taken by an adult are 
helpful, but half a bottle swallowed by a child can result in 
tragedy. Don’t let your child explore medicine bottles or even 
cleaning agents often . . . erroneously, stored in bathroom 
cabinets,” he cautions. 
The Northern California Pharmaceutical Association spokes­ 
man notes that first, cleaning agents should never be stored 
with medicines, foods, or in containers that resemble either, 
or that contained other harmless ingredients. Keep them in 
their own containers. 
Second, prescription drugs and medicines always should be 
kept locked up, as should bleaches, lyes, paint thinners and 
the like. 
"But, before homemakers purchase locks for such cases, 
be sure to remove all old, outdated, or unmarked medicines,’’ 
advises the pharmacists. 


And, harmful plants, such as toad stools which resemble 
mushrooms, berries and ivies can be Just as dangerous as can 
carbon monoxide gas from cars or charcoal grills, Boynton 
points out. 
An important step in preventing possible tragedy inthe home 
is knowing the signs of poisonings. Children whose tempera­ 
tures are either abnormally high or low. who are especially 
fidgity, or drowsy, or listless, may have been into something 
they shouldn’t have; and medical advice may be needed im­ 
mediately. 


Mothers with children should know the signs .. . and what to 
do . . . in the case of burns casued by caustic solutions such 
as lye. 
To such cases, don’t induce vomiting,” Boynton warns. 
"Local pharmacists can provide assistance and information 
in these matters in the event accidental poisonings do happen,” 
the NCPhA president declared. 
Poisonings are preventable by being careful and by knowing 
how to poison - proof a home, he points out, but parents should 
also know what to do . . . just in case.

I quote two statements from 
this report, titled, 
“ A Communist 
Plot Against the Free World Police.” 
Quote, "Our police are among the fore­ 
most 
guardians of freedom and thus 
a major target of the Communists. The 
better the force — the more vital it is 
for the Communists 
to destroy 
it. 
The Communist technique of war against 
police has been 
directed 
primarily 
toward descrediting the police in the eyes 
of the people.” 
Believe in your police force and sup­ 
port it.

93-Year-O ld Files 
Yesteryears 


March 25, 1948 
Lompoc Valley voters defeated a pro­ 
posed 25 per cent increase in the high 
school district tax rate by a three to two 
margin Thursday.

WASHINGTON — The citizen’s right 
of privacy is steadily chipped away 
with the reason that the virulent tide 
of mounting violence and crime justi­ 
fies any action from wire tapping to "no 
knock” 
police entry. The rise of vio­ 
lence and crime is undeniable. Yet, whe­ 
ther the 
cure is a cure and whether 
the remedy may not be more of a threat 
to free Americans than the disease is 
surely debatable. 
The latest chip to 
be knocked 
off 
is 
comparatively 
small 
and yet it is reveal­ 
ing of 
the 
steady 
trend and toward a 
V. 
big - brother - is - 
— 
watching - your - way-

of-life. A new regula- 
W 
tion 
issued by the 
^ 
Post Office 
Depart­ 
ment, which went vir­ 
tually unnoticed when it was published 
in the Federal 
Register is a form of 
"no knock” applied to the mails. 
Any postal clerk is given the authori­ 
ty to refer any piece of mail, whether 
a sealed first - class envelope or an 
unsealed envelope, arriving from over­ 
seas 
to the Treasury Department’s 
customs 
bureau. The 
drafting 
new rules to 
in the same 
category 
and parcels. Therefore, 
opened and inspected. 
Merchandise 
entering the country 
has, of course, always been subject to 
customs inspection. But those with au­ 
thoritative background who have studied 
the new ruling believe that this never 
applied to first - class mail containing 
nothing but 
correspondence. The only 
law cited to justify this latest invasion 
of privacy is an 1866 tariff act allow­ 
ing 
customs 
officers to "board and 
search vessels,” to "stop, search and 
examine . . . any vehicle, beast or per­ 
son on which or whom he shall suspect 
there is subject to duty,” and “ to search 
any trunk or envelope . . . in which he 
may have a reasonable cause to suspect 
there is merchandise 
which was im­ 
ported contrary to law.” 
The new regulation is a broad net 
capable of sweeping in the big fish that 
may be suspect and myriad little fish as 
well. The mail from Cosa Nostra agents 
operating abroad and helping to frame 
the syndicates that smuggle in heroin 
is a source of invaluable information ex­ 
cept that these agents are not so naive 
as to write down their plans in a letter 
to be sent 
through the international 
mails. Letters from one’s children trav­ 
eling abroad or from relatives overseas 
fall into the same net and are just as like­ 
ly to be read 
by customs officials. 
While the regulation does not apply to 
domestic 
mail the powers oi tne rose 
Office Department are such that a stroke 
of the pen — as in the instance of over­ 
seas mail —could bring all mail under 
Big Brother’s eye. 
A 
department 
spokesman 
gives 
as the 
reason for the new ruling the 
attempt to check what is described as a 
flood of pornography from abroad. Mar­ 
tin Wolf, with the public information of­ 
fice working with the chief postal inspec­ 
tor, describes this flood in awesome 
terms. 
He says it comes from Den­ 
mark, 
Sweden, 
Ireland, the Middle 
East and South America. Mailing lists 
purchased by the purveyors of this hard 
— core pornography are used to dis­ 
tribute teasers in large numbers to ad­ 
dresses of individuals across the coun­ 
try. And the individuals, in turn, en­ 
ter angry protests to the Post Office 
Department. 
If the flood is on this scale it will 
take the work of a number of customs 
officers to halt it and whether even with 
a large force there can be any effective 
check is doubtful. Pornography whole­ 
salers in this country flood the mails 
with teasers sent to indiscriminate mail­ 
ing lists, according to the department. 
Curtailing the domestic operation of the 
merchants of smut has proved difficult 
to downright impossible. Virtually every 
newsstand today has literature that 
stops just short of being hard-core por­ 
nography and that a few years ago would 
have been on the banned list. 
The Post Office Department has long 
been concerned over the commercial ex­ 
ploitation of pornography through the 
mails. 
President Eisenhower’s post­ 
master general, 
Arthur Summerfield, 
put 
together a "chamber of horrors” 


of marginal and hard-core stuff, includ­ 
ing several 
films. He gave members 
of Congress guided tours of his collec­ 
tion. 
There is little evidence that his 
campaign resulted in any slowdown in the 
pornography market. 
Only a congressional committee can 
put the searching questions as to the 
motivation and the consequences of the 


new ruling. 
What about the universal 
postal union and our postal treaties — 
do they authorize this invasion or pro­ 
hibit 
it? 
Who initiated the changes? 
Was there a rush order from above? 
An alert committee should get some re­ 
vealing answers.

Thai help Laos 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The young Thai captain was thin and 
nervous. He wouldn’t sit still, hopped 
from one thing to the next. He couldn't 
quiet down. 
Not long before he’d been a “ Lao.” 
The same man. The same rank. The 
same Thai nationality. But he’d been op­ 
erating for three years as part of the 
Lao guerrilla military forces. Against 
the North Vietnamese. 
Now this was no or­ 
dinary Thai. His fath­ 
er was a general who 
had been a key man in a 
military 
- political 
take - over of die coun- 
\ 
try a decade or so ago. 
In fact, this reporter 
introduced him to a 
^ 
Thai friend, only to 
m 
learn with some em­ 
barrassment 
that 
years before the captain’s father 
at 
pistol point had forced the retirement of 
my friend’s father as prime minister. 
Neither this captain nor my other Thai 
friends ever 
revealed how many Thai 
volunteers were operating in Laos. But 
from one indication and another the num­ 
ber must have been considerable. 
For what happens to Laos is of para- 
mount 
importance to the security of 
Thailand. The border between the two 
countries stretches thousands of miles — 
as also between South Vietnam and Laos 
and Cambodia. The opportunities for ii>* 
filtration aid for running opium are 
endless. No Thai army, whether dou­ 
bled or tripled in size, could at one 
time seal off these borders and those 
with Malaysia, Cambodia and Burma. 
The lines are too long. Some of the ter­ 
rain is too rugged. A Maginot defense 
line, in which the defenders wait pa- 
tiently for the enemey guerrillas to come, 
is a hopeless exercise. 


The Thai, not wishing to go the road of 
South Vietnam, have made it their quiet 
business to move on the counter-offen­ 
sive each time the situation in Laos 
seems to worsen. They make certain 
their men and their units are on the spot 
to collect intelligence and to take haras­ 
sing action when infiltration or conven­ 
tional military action moves too close 
to Thai borders. 
Now the moral of this story is that if 
the North Vietnamese move too far into 
western Laos in their current drive into 
the Plain of Jars, or if they should con­ 
template taking over the entire kingdom, 
they will invite an expansion of the Thai 
guerrillla forces against them. * 
The modern Thai are no mean soldiers. 
They have stood up exceptionally well in 
Vietnam. Their paramilitary police are 
very tough troops, as demonstrated in a 
considerable number of border skirmish­ 
es. 
They are not about to sit still and allow 
an enemy Communist country to move 
in next to their borders and threaten them 
with endless infiltration. 
If free Laos requires outside ground 
combat units, the logical forces, there­ 
fore, should be Thai, not American. 
The effective 
U.S. role lies in logis­ 
tics, training, supply, air support and in 
technical and economic aid.
